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THE CHILD LABOR AMENDMENT 


We call the attention of our Lamp Readers to a 
Very GRAVE PERIL now confronting the liberties and 
the best interests, not only of the citizens of the Com- 
monwealth of New York, but of the entire American 
Republic. This Perit exists in the form of a so-called 
Cuitp Lasor AMENDMENT to our Federal Constitution. 

By Act of Congress this Amendment is now in the 
hands of the various legislatures of the several States 
of the Union, and its advocates are doing their best 
to railroad it through, and fasten it upon the American 
people in the same way as the Eighteenth Amendment 
imposed Prohibition upon the Nation. 

However we may, as individuals, differ in our views 
as to the blessing or otherwise of the Prohibition 
Amendment, Readers of Tue Lamp should be w- 
animous in their opposition to the Child Labor Amend- 
ment, and should make this opposition known im- 
mediately to our representatives at the State Capital 
ere it be too late. 

What we are asked to grant and cede to the Federal 
Authorities at Washington, through this newly proposed 
Amendment, are new governmental powers of an un- 
limited character, and such as have never heretofore 
been possessed by any government in America, State 
or Federal.” 

Whereas the literal wording of the Amendment 
grants Federal power “to limit, regulate, or prohibit 
the labor of all persons under eighteen years of age,” 
in reality it covers much more; for that language carries 
with it by implication Federal control of your chil- 
dren’s education, as well as the condition of their em- 
ployment, preventing them from working not only in 
factories, but in their homes and on the farms. 

Surely the American people have no desire to sur- 
render to the Congress of the United States the control 
of their children, and of their family life to the extent 
that this so-called Child Labor Amendment involves. 
If the people were fully aroused to the wide-sweep- 
ing surrender that they are called upon to make to 
Congress of their personal and family liberty through 
this so-called Child Labor Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, they would rise up en masse, and reject it by an 
overwhelming vote of protest. 

This proposed Twentieth Amendment is destructive 
of the principle of local government, upon which our 
Federal Union rests, to such an extent as to threaten 
to destroy its very foundations, and to rob of their 


meaning the words of Abraham Lincoln at Gettysburg, 
when he described our form of government as “an in- 
destructible Union of indestructible States.” 

It is yet another Act of Congress calculated to change 
our National Government into a highly centralized and 
autocratic bureaucracy devouring the substance of the 
people with ever increasing taxation and preparing the 
way for LenrnisM in the United States. 

It is to be specially pointed out that the proposed 
Twentieth Amendment to our Federal Constitution 
proposes to prohibit the labor of ALL PERSONS UNDER 
EIGHTEEN YEARS OF AGE. Housing and other neces- 
sities of family existence have grown so enormous al- 
ready that parents are under a strong temptation to 
limit the children they bring into the world for fear 
they will not have sufficient to clothe, feed and shelter 
them; and if they are constrained to postpone the time 
when those children can bear some part of the support 
of the family until they are eighteen years of age, the 
burden will become greater than they can bear. More- 
over, idleness is not only the mother of mischief, but 
of many other evils. There is too much temptation 
already for our young people to idle their time away 
in pleasure riding, and in attending dances and moving 
picture shows; who can measure the increase of this 
growing evil should the Federal Government by its 
excessive paternalism encourage girls from fifteen 
to eighteen years of age to fold their hands and 
refuse to help their overworked mother take care of 
the home and the boys, after they have finished their 
schooling, to defy their father should he ask them to 
help him earn enough to pay the rent and meet the 
other bills which their own youthful necessities and 
expensive tastes have so greatly increased. 

The Members of Tue Lamp Army will render a 
valuable service to our law-ridden country by com- 
municating at once with your local State Senator and 
Asemblyman, and letting him know how strongly op- 
posed you are to the ratification by your State of the 
proposed Child Labor Amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States.

THE BISHOPS OF HOLLAND FOLLOW THE 
EXAMPLE SET BY THE AMERICAN 
HIERARCHY 


We have been informed by the Rey. C, Hanckx, 
S. J. of Maastritcht that the Dutch Hierarchy have 
recommended ihe Observance of the Church Unity 
Octave to the Clergy and laithful of Holland, thus fol- 
lowing the precedent set by the United States and the 
Province of Toronto and Kingston, Canada. 


In a recent letter from Bishop Fallon of London, 
Canada, to the Editor of Tie Lamp, his Lordship 
writes: 

“About two years ago the question of the Church 
Unity Octave was discussed by the Bishops of Ontario 
at their semi-annual meeting, and it was decided to have 
it observed in all the Churches and Chapels of the 
various Dioceses. To facilitate matters, it was directed 
that a reminder be placed in the Ordo for the Eccles- 
iastical Provinces of Toronto and Kingston. Since 
then the Octave has been faithfully observed. I am 
not in a position to say what action has been taken by 
the rest of the Bishops and Archbishops of Canada.”

FAITHFULLY OBSERVED

COURSE OF SERMONS TO NON-CATHOLICS 
AT ST. PATRICK’S CATHEDRAL 


The rector of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, New York 
City, Rt. Rev. Msgr. Lavelle has set an example which 
we hope to see widely followed by pastors of all prin- 
cipal churches not alone in New York but throughout 
America and the whole world. Each year the Mon- 
signor arranges for a series of sermons, especially 
designed to attract non-Catholics, to be preached in 
the Cathedral every night during the Church Unity 
Octave. This year the preacher was the well-known 
Paulist Father, Rev. Bertrand L. Conway, C. S. P., 
who probably has more converts to Catholicism to his 
credit than any other priest in America. 





Since the arrival of a number of refugees from 
Thrace and Macedonia, the Catholics of the Oriental 
Rite, that is, the Byzantine-Slav Rite, have increased 
considerably in the Bulgarian capital. They never had 
a church of their own, and used the church of the 
Latin Rite, served by the Capuchins, where they wor- 
shipped according to their own rite.

Amid the greatest solemnity, accompanied later by 
the indescribable enthusiasm of huge throngs, Pope 
Pius XI at midnight Christmas Eve opened the great 
Holy Door at St. Peter’s Basilica, thereby ushering in 
for the first time since 1900, the Holy Year, which will 
take millions of pilgrims to Rome from every corner 
of the globe. The New Year has already seen this 
stream of pilgrims start. Remember that as Spiritual 
Director on board a magnificent ship, specially char- 
tered to take Catholic Pilgrims to the Eternal City for 
Good Friday, Holy Saturday and the Easter Octave, 
the Editor of Tue Lamp invites all Lamp Readers 
who can possibly de so to unite in making this one of 
the most notable Pilgrimages to Rome during the 
Holy Year. 


One of the gifts to the Holy Father for Christmas 
was a huge cake modeled in the form of the Cathedral 
of Milan, all the parts of which were carefully re- 
produced in sugar. It was presented by Signor Nava, 
brother of the late Minister of Public Works, who has 
been a friend of Pope Pius since the days when the 
Pontiff was Archbishop of Milan. After expressing 
his great pleasure at the gift, the Pope ordered that a 
slice be given to each of several hundred Vatican 
attaches. 








Our English correspondent assures us that, taken as 
a whole, the Catholic Church in England is set upon the 
path of progress. For example, a year ago there were 
28 Archbishops and Bishops, whereas today there are 
32 including newly appointed Bishops of Hexam and 
Lancaster, Forty-six churches have been built during the 
past year, and this means growth, as they are not 
built to stand empty. The seminaries are filled 
to overflowing. Scotland, too, has forged ahead in a 
most remarkable manner, Glasgow having the largest 
Catholic population of any single diocese in Great 


Britain. Conversions in England and Wales numbered 
12,796 during the last statistical year. 


Probably few Catholics in this country have learned 
that their colored brethren number as many as 250,000 
or more. This fact has been developed by the 
Federated Colored Catholics of the United States, 
formed a year ago by prominent colored Catholics. 
This organization has now adopted a Constitution, and 
aims to band all these Negroes together through 
auxiliary units in union with the central organization. 
One of their chief objects will be to work for the 
Cardinal Gibbons Institute for the education of colored 
youths at Ridge, Md., as a means to advance the race. 


The Methodist Episcopal Church, South; the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, North; the Presbyterian Church 
of the United States; the Presbyterian Church, South ; 
the Northern and Southern Baptists; the Disciples of 
Christ; the United Brethren; the Church of the 
Nazarene and the Quakers are some of the non-Cath- 
olic religious bodies which maintain proselytizing 
agencies along the Mexican border to attempt to divert 
the Mexican immigrant from his ancestral Catholic 
faith. The Episcopalians were formerly represented 
but their activities have been discontinued. 


The Paulist League, a new organization, is already 
at work on plans te erect a radio broadcasting statio. 
powerful enough to reach every city in America, It will 
be no competitor with Sunday morning services. 
Broadcasting of sermons will be secondary to the 
presentation of Catholic art by means of radio, Fr. 
Handly said the time has come for Catholics to take 
their place in the air and by means of free expression 
of Catholic culture make for American Catholics their 
rightful place in the sun. He said this is fair play, and 
it is also the spirit of St. Paul, who, if he were in 
America today would have erected a broadcasting sta- 
tion long ago. 


The right of all citizens of a public school district 
to use the public school recreation buildings for edu- 
cational and civic purposes was reaffirmed by a decision 
of the Michigan Supreme Court during the past month. 
The decision grew out of an attempt on the part of the 
School Board of River Rouge, Mich., to deny the use 
ot the school auditorium and gymnasium to the Drama- 
tic Club of Our Lady of Lourdes parish there. It is 
only fair that those whose taxes support a public institu- 
tion should have some use out of it. 
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Llanthony Abbey, once the home of a community 
gathered together by the Anglican “Fr. Ignatius,” and 
now owned by the monks of Caldey, has been let as a 
private house to a Catholic family. The buildings are 
very impracticable for use as a monastery, and they 
had suffered considerable dilapidation, which is now 
being repaired. A priest living in the vicinity says 
Mass there daily. 





Declaring that the Holy Year “is intended to turn 
the world Godward,” and pleading for a stricter teach- 
ing of the young to curb the modern evils that menace 
society, Cardinal Hayes, in a pastoral letter which he 
read to the congregation at St. Patrick’s Cathedral and 
which was read in all churches throughout the diocese 
of New York, urged the dedication of the year 1925 
“as one of exceptional grace and pardon, rich ‘with 
spiritual blessings in heavenly places in Christ.’” 





Indignation has been aroused over the wearing of a 
steel knee brace by a Stanford player, to which is 
credited the injury of several Notre Dame players, and 
over a disgruntled statement after the game by Coach 
Glenn Warner of the Californians. Notre Dame’s 
eleven, now victorious from coast to coast, limped to a 
train for the return trip leaving one of its stars, 
Crowley, in a hospital. Another member of the team, 
the brilliant Stuhldreher, had a broken bone in his foot, 
and there were other minor injuries, including two 
cracked ribs. But trickery could not beat them. 





The Brothers of the Christ'an Schools, the great 
teaching order which has spread its members virtually 
all over the world, observed the two hundredth an- 
niversary of its approbation by the Holy See on Janu- 
ary 26th. In almost every clime and tongue was 
repeated the devout ceremony which was enacted at 
Rouen, France, in 1725, when the Papal Bull was 
solemnly received by the order in General Chapter as- 
sembled. 


The principal association of Symphony Concerts of 
Paris has made the first public offering of a musical 
poem of a purely religious character: “Le Miroir de 
Jesus” (The Mirror of Jesus). The fifteen mysteries 
of the Rosary served as the theme for fifteen verses 
written by the poet and dramatist Henri Gheon, and 
to these verses the composer and orchestra conductor 
Andre Caplet, a pupil of Claude Debussy, has written 
some refined, discreet yet appealing music which has 
been highly praised by the critics. 


Aix-la-Chapelle is making preparations for a great 
testival in 1925 which is expected to attract Catholics 
from all over the world. It is the Aix Carnival, the 
ancient fete which was due in 1923 but which was 
passed over because of the impoverished condition of 
the country. With the festival this year there will be 
observed the thousandth anniversary of the definite es- 
tablishment of the Rhineland as a part of the German 
Empire. 


The feast of St. Peter’s Chair is found in the earliest 
martyrologies, and Christians justly celebrate the es- 
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tablishment of the mother-church, the center of Cath- 
olic communion, in thanksgiving to God for His 
Mercies to His Church, and implore His future 
blessings. Falling upon January 18th, this feast marks 
the annual inception of the Church Unity Octave, 
extended by Papal Brief to the Universal Church, 


Statistics of the progress of the International Catholic 
Guild of Nurses as given by Father E. F. Garesche, 
S. J., the spiritual director, indicate that the growth of 
this movement is exceeding all expectations. Father 
Garesche states that since the first convent’on held last 
June at Spring Bank, Okauchee, Wisconsin, the mem- 
bership of the Guild has grown so that at the begin- 
ning of the new year its individual membership is 
representative of 134 cities in the United States and 
nine cities in Canada. 

The first formal convention and conference of the 
Society for the Propagation of the Faith was held at 
the Shelton Hotel, New York, on Wednesday and 
Thursday, (January 7-8) with representatives of over 
forty of the most important Catholic dioceses of the 
country present. The Right Rev. Monsignor William 
Quinn, National Director of the Society, who called 
the members in convention, presided. 


A competitive examination for the graduate Scholar- 
ships established by the Knights of Columbus in the 
Catholic University of America will be held on April 
18th. Only laymen who have received the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts, Bachelor of Science, Bachelor of 
Laws, or an equivalent academic degree, will be 
admitted to the examination. Bachelors of Law must 
also have obtained the degree Bachelor of Arts. 
Holders of these scholarships are not admitted to under- 
graduate courses in Law. 


Everything points to the fact that the French Gov- 
ernment is not at all clear as to the success of its relig- 
ious policy, so-called. The idea, at first, seems to have 
been that the Catholics would meekly submit to what- 
ever plans the Government proposed to carry out: 
events have shown that the Catholics do not propose to 
submit thus meekly to any interference with their 
religious rights. The religious issue has therefore be- 
come a vital one, and it may result in a crisis. On this 
account there is some talk of a compromise. 


An impressive and colorful gathering was held in 
Chicago last month when 4,000 Sisters, clothed in the 
distinctive garbs of their respective orders, assembled 
at the Auditorium of Our Lady of Sorrows Academy 
to participate in a teachers’ institute conducted by the 
Rev. Dr. John A. O’Brien, Ph. D., Director of the 
Catholic Foundation at the University of Illinois. 
More than 40 different religious Orders teaching in 
Chicago were represented at the meeting. 





Report has it that the new Jewish University of 
Jerusalem will be inaugurated on the 26th of April, 
1925, by Dr. Weismann, President of the Zionist Or- 
ganization, and that Lord Balfour, of “The Jewish 
National Home” fame, will be also present. 
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PERSONALS 


For the first time in the seventy-six years of its existence 
as the most learned body of scientists in the United States, 
the American Association for the Advancement of Science 
was addressed by a Sister at its annual meeting in Wash- 
ington the first week in January. The speaker was Sister 
Mary of the Sister-Servants of the Immaculate Heart of 
Mary, head of the department of Sociology at St. Mary’s 
College, Monroe, Mich. She spoke on “Some Research 
Findings in the Moral Development of Children.” 





American scientific affairs occupied a prominent place in 
the discussions at the recent annual meeting of the Ponti- 
fical Academy of Science, known as the Academy of the 
“Nuovi Lincei.”. The Pope himself was present at this 
meeting as he was at the annual meeting of the previous 
vear. His Holiness attended the annual meeting of the 
\cademy with as little formality as possible. He was ac- 
companied by only an indispensable number of prelates 
and members of his Court. He refused to have a thron 
erected and desired to be seated among the other Academ- 
icians. His seat differed from the others only in the gilding 
on the chair and a gold inkstand. At the conclusion of the 
meeting the Pope signed the roll of members present along 
with the others. The regular order of business was carried 
out with the exception that the president at the beginning 
addressed a few words of homage to the Pope and asked 
the latter's permission to proceed. 





Funeral services for Archbishop Moeller of Cincinnati, 
who died on January 5th at the age of 75 were held in his 
Cathedral Tuesday morning, January 13th. Cardinal Haves, 
Archbishop of New York, was the celebrant of the Solemn 
Funeral Mass with Monsignor Daniel A. Buckley of Spring- 
field, Vicar-General to the late Archbishop, as Archpriest. 
The Rev. Ferdinand Moeller, S.J., of St. Louis, and the Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. Bernard Moeller, Chancellor of the Archdio- 
cese, brothers of the Archbishop, were honorary Deacons. 
The Most Rev. Pietro Fumasoni-Biondi, Apostolic Dele- 
gate to the United States attended. His Grace had been 
Archbishop of Cincinnati since 1904. 





Race suicide threatens the British Empire and the whole 
Anglo-Saxon race, declares the Anglican Bishop of Glou- 
cester in a notable letter to the “Times.” He is one of the 
few Anglican bishops to come out in denunciation of birth- 
control, in combating which Catholics alone have shown 
public spirit. The Bishop of Gloucester finds that in East- 
ern Canada the English-speaking people are declining rap- 
idly. The French Canadians, with their families of ten, 
twelve, and even twenty, are spreading everywhere, and 
with them their language. Soon, he thinks, there will be 
scarcely an English community east of Ottawa. 





The papers of Paris recently carried a touching story 
about Canon Rousselot, the great scientist who has just 
died. The famous inventor of experimental phonetics ar- 
rived at the age of 72 years without receiving any decor- 
ation. At the end of the war, M. Clemenceau wished to 
decorate him as a reward for the services he had rendered 
the army by his discoveries concerning the methods of 
locating enemy guns and submarines. He sent word to the 
venerable priest that he was reserving the Legion of Honor 
for him. Canon Rousselot declined the distinction. “Please 
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give this cross to a soldier,” he wrote. But the Minister 
replied: “It is to the soldier I am giving it.” And he 
presented to the President of the Republic the decree 
naming the inventor a Knight of the Legion of Honor 
Born in the Department of Charente 78 years ago, Abbe 
Rousselot, after serving for 30 years as vicar, became pro- 
fessor of letters. It was While preparing his courses that 


he was put on the track of his sensational discovery. 


Announcement has been made at Washington of the 
appointment of Anthony J. Barrett as the new director of 
the St. Emma Industrial and Agricultural Institute at Rock 
Castle, Virginia.

they prepared to depart were told that the President of the 
United States himself had sent his congratulations, Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s message, as borne by the Rev. B. F. Mc- 
Geary, Catholic chaplain at the Walter Reed Federal hos- 
pital was as follows: 

“President Coolidge wishes me to convey to you, 
Father Elliott, his heartiest congratulations on your 
eighty-third birthday, and hopes that the God of good- 
ness and merey will spare you to continue your good 
work.” 

With the greeting the President sent his autographed 
photograph. 

The Rt. Rev. Charles H. Brent, Protestant Episcopal 
Bishop of Western New York, addressed a crowd which 
taxed the capacity of the Knights of Columbus auditorium 
in Buffalo, on January 8th, speaking on the recent Geneva 
Conference called by the nations of the world to combat the 
opium evil. On the stage with Bishop Brent were repre 
sentatives from every non-Catholic sect in Buffalo and in 
the crowd which heard him were men prominent in all 
walks of life who listened intently as he described the 
scenes at Geneva where jor many wecks the delegates 
from many nations fought to prevent the world traffic in 
narcotics. Bishop Brent, as delegate from the United 
States, took a prominent part in those proceedings. The 
Rt. Rev. William Turner, Bishop of Buffalo, introducing the 
speaker, praised the Protestant Bishop as a man whose 
kindly influence was felt by all. Bishop Brent opened his 
address by emphasizing that “nothing we can do nationally 
or internationally will prevent entirely the use of opium.”

Excellent as this Report is in itself, there 
has been a falling off in the Total Receipts of some 
Thirteen Thousand Dollars. The reason wuy is not 
far to seek. It has not been because our Subscribers 
per capita were less generous during 1924 than they 
were during 1923 but solely because THE Lamp under-

went a big decline in circulation during the past year. 
In the beginning of 1923 the circulation of THE 


Lamp reached a maximum of 125,000 copies. By the 
end of the year it had declined to 91,000. Tne Lamp 
1924 with a circulation of 87,000, which was 
38,000 less than what it was twelve months previously. 
It sank as low as 66,000 last June, and ended the 
year with 77,000, 10,000 less than what the circulation 
was in December, 1923.

It is well known among the Readers of Tire Lamp 
that the week which begins with Mid-Lent Sunday is 
observed as the Union-That-Nothing-LBe-Lost Self- 
Denial Week.

Financial Report of the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost for 1924 


President’s Foreword: Our Readers will find printed below the Annual Report of the Treasurer 
of the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost, for 1924. This Report has been audited by the Edward A. McAI- 
lister Co., Members of the American Institute of Accountants, New York City. 

It will be noted that the Gross Receipts (including loans amounting to something over $15,000.00) 
makes a Grand Total of $191,898.12. The actual Cash Receipts of the Union, apart from loans, totaled 
$174,594.28, or in round numbers, One Hundred and Seventy-Five Thousand Dollars. 

In view of the great shrinkage of The Lamp’s circulation since the preceding year, this Report is 
quite extraordinary, in spite of the fact that the Grand Total of contributions fell thirteen thousand 
dollars short of the same Grand Total for 1923. 

You will note that the Self Denial Week Offerings, by which we mean not only the offerings sent 
as the immediate result of Self Denial Week, but of all contributions throughout the year to the Gen- 
eral Fund, amounted to $23,646.28, which is about $12,500.00 less than the amount we asked for. 

In the March issue of last year, on the editorial page of “In the Mission Field,” the President 
of the Union said: “It is most imperative that we should receive this year not less than $35,000 as the 
returns from Self Denial Week. Our positive obligations are of such a character that we do need 
absolutely this sum, and we will be dreadfully embarrassed if it is not forthcoming.” 

The Annual Report shows that it was necessary for the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost to bor- 
row, from various sources, the big sum. of $15,626.00, or about $2,500 more than we estimated would 
be necessary when we asked a Self Denial Week Offering of Thirty-Five Thousand Dollars. 

This indebtedness is going to hamper the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost very seriously in this 
Holy Year of Grace, 1925. There is only one way to overcome the difficulty, as far as the President 
and the Board of Directors can foresee, and that is for our Lamp Subscribers to DOUBLE their 
Self Denial Week Offering of a year ago. This, therefore, we very earnestly ask you to do. 

The subscriptions to The Lamp are happily on the increase. The tide has turned from ebb to 
flood, and, with a larger number of subscribers, we may hope to rival, if not surpass, the record-mak- 
ing Report of 1923.

Propagation of the Faith plans were evolved by the 
diocesan directors present to organize both foreign and 
domestic missionary work on a parity with that of the 
most successful missionary organizations. 

To Rartse $2,500,000 For Missions 

Among the important announcements to the conven- 
tion was that during the coming year the diocesan 
directors expect to raise more than $2,500,000 for the 
Missions and all directors reported enthusiasm on the 
part of the Bishops of the country in this cause.

Barry-Doyle, officially repres- 
enting Bishop Calavassy, who has jurisdiction in Con- 
stantinople and all Greece, has recently organized and 
incorporated the Catholic Near East Welfare Associa- 






tion, with headquarters established in New York City, 
and that Catholics should support through this Associa- 
tion Bishop Calavassv, who has taken over all Catholic 
erphans under his jurisdiction, and is thus relieving the 
Protestant Near Fast Relief from this part of their 
burden. 

In a letter from Bishop Calavassy addressed to the 
Editor of Tue Lamp some time before Christmas, His 
Lordship says: “Jn spite of many troubles and 
anxicties, our work is quite providentially progressing 
in all directions. 
Our schools are 
regularly func- 
tion'ng both here 
in Constantinople, 
and in Greece, and 
are filled with 
boys and girls. 
Missions, Sisters, 
Seminary, and 
Orphanages in 
Greece are pro- 
gressing, thanks 
be to God. 

“I intend to go 
and stay in Athens 
for the whole 
winter in order to 
give a new im- 
petus to all these 
works. But for 
the moment I am 
kept here until 
the exchange of 
the Greeks of 
Constantinople ts 
over. I must stay 
here in order to 
protect the rights 
of the Greek 
Catholics, who are 
not subject to the 
exchange. About 
thirty thousand 
Greeks have al- 
ready left in the 
last three months. 
How many have 
still to leave no- 
body can say, be- 
cause the Mem- 
bers of the Mixed 
Commission for 
the exchange are 
not in accord with regard to the interpretation of the 
word ‘etablis’ adopted by the Treaty of Lausanne.”

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SMOTHERING AN ANCIENT CATHOLIC 
CHURCH 

It is a little difficult, no doubt, to believe that in this 
year 1925, a Catholic diocese that has existed for many 
centuries could be extinguished, with no more com 
motion than if it were a candle being snuffed out. Yet 
it has happened, and not in one diocese alone but in 
several, in Asiatic Turkey. 

After the treaty of Lausanne the Turks decided that 
the way to deal with Christian minorities was to drive 
them out of the country, and this they proceeded to do, 
Early in March the Catholic Bishop of Mardin, in face 
of repeated threats, decided to go with his clergy to 
Dein el Zar, a seven days’ journey. But what was to 
be done about the things that had to be moved? In the 
library there were numbers of books and manuscripts, 
including copies of the Scriptures of which the most 
recent dates from the thirteenth century. There were 
many famous paintings, treasured for centuries. The

were the gold crosses, the rings, the chalices, the rare 
vestments, the manuscripts, all the treasured relics of 
the centuries, to be preserved? Nobody knew. Whether 
they were preserved, or whether they were stolen from 
the fleeing Christians, we do not know yet. 

At Urfa, the chief of the municipality began by serv- 
ing notice that he was authorized to expel all the 
Christians, intimating that he could resort to massacre 
if necessary, but that they would have a few days to 
sell their movable effects. The land and houses they 
could rot sell, as these would belong to the State. Filled 
with alarm, the people began to sell for anything they 
could get. Then they were told they could only go in 
groups, a certain number each week, so those who had 
to stay began to buy back articles of necessity, of course 
at exorbitant prices. ‘Then a demand was made for 
5,000 livres in gold, for safe keeping to the frontier; 
otherwise they would have to run all risks. They could 
get together only 1,500 livres, but this was accepted. 
So they leit everything and went, but before they

only way to move these and the sacred vessels was by 
muleback. And who knew if the mules would ever 
arrive? Moreover, there were almost no mules to be 
had. Why? Because the whole Christian population 
was on the move, except those who had absolutely 
nothing, and very soon they would have to go too, fac- 
ing almost certain death. The Bishop of Mardin, with 
no resources whatever, had the great care and the great 
sorrow of watching the emigration of women and chil- 
dren forced to go, through hostile country, without 
means and not knowing where their journey was to end. 
Finally, notice was sent that the Cathedral was required 
for a barracks and that the Bishop’s residence was 
needed to house the public women of the camps. 
Protests were entered, but what could the poor Chris- 
tians do when their exile was decreed? 

At Diarbekir the people were ordered out, and in 
terror they went. Then the wealthier merchants were 
given 48 hours, and they did not wait that.long. Then 
the government demanded a list of the Church proper- 
ties, sure sign that the clergy were to be expelled. How 


started each Christian was obliged to sign a declaration 
that he went of his own free will. So now there is not 
a Christian left at Urfa, which has been a centre of 
Christianity since the third century, which was the 
home of the great Saint Ephrem, and the seat of the 
University of Edessa whose influence for centuries 
spread all over Asia, before the western universities 
existed. 

The Catholic Church in all that territory has been 
strangled this last spring and summer, and not a sound 
was heard in the Catholic world. The poor people who 
were the victims have been thrown over on their des- 
perately poor compatriots in Mosu! and Aleppo; the 
bishops and priests who reached safety were destitute, 
ill and heartbroken. 

Only the Catholic Patriarch and the Catholic clergy 
in the Church of Chaldea can help these people, can 
save the remnant of a great branch of the ancient 
Church. Help for them, including Mass Intentions for 
the clergy should be sent through the Chaldean Rescue, 
503 Fifth Avenue, New York.

Father Cuthbert in Columbia: 

A notable and unique event in Catholic history has been 
the recent commemoration in England of the seven hun- 
dredth anniversary of the first coming of the Franciscan 
Friars to England. That the centenary celebrations would 
attract some attention from the English people was ex- 
pected, since of recent years even among non-Catholics 
there has been growing a cult of St. Francis and an acad- 
emic interest in the 
history of the Francis- 


settlement and for that reason Canterbury was chosen for 
the chief Catholic celebration of the historic anniversary. 
At the express wish of His Holiness the Pope, Cardinal 
Bourne presided at the celebration; and not for many long 
centuries has the ancient metropolitan city of England wit- 
nessed what it saw that day—a long procession of about 
one hundred Eranciscan friars representing the three Fran- 
ciscan families in England, with many other clergy and 
bishops, and finally the Cardinal in his scarlet robes, wend- 
ing their way through the city streets from the church 
where Pontifical High Mass had just been celebrated, to 


the site of the ancient friary. As they went along the 


friars and clergy chanted the Litany of the Saints; and on 
arrival at the site, in what was the garden of the ancient 
friary, they sang their 7e Deum, The streets were thronged 
with reverent sight-seers whilst over a thousand pilgrims 

from various parts of

No sooner was the 
announcement of the 
centenary celebrations 
published, than the 
press throughout the 
length and breadth of 
the country began to 
publish appreciative 
articles on the history

Order in England and 
on the significance of 
the Franciscan ideals 
in social life. Many of 
those articles were of 
real scholarly value as

setting forth the history of the ancient Franciscan friaries 
in the localities in which the newspapers were published: 
many showed a true insight inte the religious and social 
principles which underlay the great Franciscan movement 
of the thirteenth century and their applicability to the needs 
of society today. All with very few exceptions were sym- 
pathetic and reverent. Not only that, but in not a few non- 
Catholic churches—Anglican and non-conformist—religious 
services were held to mark the day of the first arrival of 
the friars on September 10, 1224. Most notable of these 
religious celebrations were the special services held on 
that day in Canterbury Cathedral when the Anglican bishop 
of Truro delivered a spltndid oration on the significance 
of St. Francis and the Franciscan Order in the life of 
Christendom—a sermon which might have been delivered 
by a Catholic preacher in a Catholic Church. 

The Anglican celebration in Canterbury Cathedral was 
coincident with the Catholic celebration held in the Cath- 
olic Church of St. Thomas in the same city; for it was at 
Canterbury that the Franciscans made their first English

the functions of the day. Within a few days after this all 
England seemed to be talking or writing about the friars. 
Never before had the English press made a Catholic com- 
memoration so national a commemoration. 

One asks oneself: What is the true inwardness of this 
nation-wide interest in so peculiarly a Catholic celebration? 
Why was the entire country aroused and touched with a 
genuine enthusiasm over “the coming of the Franciscan 
Friars”? The answer—if one can find it—cannot be with- 
out interest not only to English Catholics but to all Cath- 
olics. A non-Catholic country does not suddenly hail “the 
coming of the Friars” as a matter not merely of historic 
interest but moral significance, as a message from the 
past bringing a hope for the present and future, unless 
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there is behind the enthusiasm some stirring of the spirit, 
some groping for ideals once possessed but now lost, yet 
And if we can find the true answer, 
may it not reveal to us some part of our Catholic heritage 


not utterly forgotten. 


of which the entire world of today stands in a peculiar 
need and which may well be a vantage ground of strength 
for the regaining of the world to Catholic Faith and Unity? 
The answer, we believe, is not far to seek. Modern civ- 
ilization, reared as it has been upon fundamental principles 
which are a practical denial of the Gospel of Christ, has be- 
It has 


culminated in a welter of materialism, which whilst pander- 


come conscious of a moral and spiritual bankruptcy. 


ing to the baser instincts of man stands bereft of all moral 
and spiritual idealism, without which no man whose soul 
is not dead, is content to live. 

Civilization periodically finds itself in a similar condition, 
and from the discontent of soul which it engenders come 
the first social revolutions which mark the end or the re- 
birth of the world’s civilization. No mere reshuffling of 
the cards politic has ever saved a morally bankrupt civil- 
ization from extinction; but only a renewal of soul. 

* * * * * 

The hope of the world at this moment lies in the fact 
that many amongst the crowd are not content with mirth- 
less laughter but are casting about for some new spring of 
life from which to draw some new hope; and for some lead- 
ing light to direct them to a nobler and soul-satisfying wis- 
dom of life: men who are not content to lay down their 
souls without an effort to find salvation. And in the face 
of the impending disaster which they recognize there are 
an ever-growing number—not only amongst Catholics but 
amongst those outside the Church and outside all definite 
dogmatic Faith—who today are turning their eyes towards 
the Church and the Catholic tradition in history. Out of 
their despair of finding any hope for the future in the in- 
stitutions and philosophies of the secularist civilization of 
the past four centuries, they turn back to the days when 
the world at least had Faith and to the Church which alone 
has been able to keep a living Faith amidst a fluid mass 
of mere human speculations from which real faith has van- 
ished. And it is here that we find the true inward signifi- 
cance of the interest aroused throughout England by the 
recent Franciscan celebrations. It is an indication of some- 
thing deeper than an interest in a historical pageant. It 
was not the pageant, but what the pageant recalled of 
moral and spiritual ideals, that touched the imagination 
and the soul of so many of the English people. Before their 
eyes came the vision of the Poor Man of Assisi and of those 
early friars who in the far-off thirteenth century did so 
much to bring back Faith and Hope and Charity into the 
world threatened with social dissolution; and upon those 
foundations to remold the social life of the mediaeval world. 
With their eyes held by that vision they recognized, too, 
that faith and hope came to the mediaeval world not 
through the inordinate quest of wealth and luxury, the sel- 
fish ambitions of individuals and parties, and the tyrannies 
of the strong which in fact were disrupting mediaeval so- 
ciety, but through a return to evangelical simplicity and 
“holy poverty,” to the ideal of service for one’s fellow men, 
and to the unworldliness of the Gospel. 

The excerpt from the Queen’s Work in which Father 
Daly recounts the Oxford celebration, follows : 


On October 30, 1224, two Franciscan friars entered Ox- 
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ford by the Abingdon Road to establish a house of their

The 
new friary was destined to add momentum and prestige to 
Roger Bacon, 
Duns Scotus and William of Ockham were among the dis- 
tinguished scholars it gave to the university and to the 
world. The friary continued to be a large part of the uni- 
versity life until Henry VIII decided by one stroke to en- 
rich himself and his courtiers and to destroy all affiliations 
with an embarrassing Vicar of Christ.

The friars, marching two and two, led the procession up 
St. Aldate’s, singing the litanies as they went. 

Off St. Aldate’s we turn into Pembroke Street, where 
the houses on both sides crowd forward so much that two 
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carts can scarcely pass each other. And then we turn into 
St. Ebbe’s, behind Pembroke College, and find ourselves in 
the heart of what may be called the slums of Oxford. It 
is the oldest part of the city. The lanes are wayward and of 
irregular width, sometimes 
twenty. We turn once more into an obscure alley of 
squalid dwellings, and presently, after one more turn, find 
ourselves in what is literally a blind alley that runs into a 
retaining wall for the back yards of a neighboring street 
on a more elevated level. 

The retaining wall is believed to be a part of the old 
Franciscan friary which stood here in the midst of pleas- 
ant gardens, running streams and shady groves. 

In the retaining wall is a stone tablet, placed there by 
the university and the Franciscans, and bearing the follow- 
ing inscription: “The Great Philosopher Roger Bacon, 
Known as the Wonderful Doctor Who by the Experimental 
Method Extended Marvellously the Realm of Science. After 
a Life of Untiring Activity Near This Place in the Home 
of His Franciscan Brethren, Fell Asleep in Christ A. D. 
1292." The inscription is in Latin and English.

Father Cuthbert made 
a brief address explaining the nature of the gathering. The 
poor people of the neighborhood leaned out of their wine 
dows to witness the extraordinary sight. Some two hun- 
dred spectators stood on tiptoe to see what was happening 
at the end of the alley. The Franciscan choir chanted the 
Benedictus and the In Paradisum for the souls of the friars 
who for three centuries lived and labored on that spot, and 
the celebration was over. 

The returning tide comes in slowly. A little trickle of 
water here, a little trickle of water there, a scarcely per- 
ceptible moisture in the barren shingle, is all that an- 
nounces the incoming flood. Perhaps the meager rivulet of 
Catholic life which trickled through some of the Oxford 
streets in today’s celebration is a sign of a flowing tide. 
An arresting thought occurred to me as I watched. About 
a mile from where we were celebrating stands the mon- 
astery and church of the Cowley Fathers, an Anglican re- 
ligious congregation. Where will the Cowley Fathers be, I 
asked myself, seven hundred years from now? 
the Franciscans after seven hundred years. They may not 
be numerous in England just at present, but they are thriv- 
ing all over the world. They have more members now and 
more friaries than they had then. Their spirit and inspira- 
tion are as fresh and as young as ever.

Although Eugenics is to be the subject of my letter 
te you this month, I propose to divorce it entirely from 
that prostitution which has been practiced upon it by 
the advocates of so-called “Birth Control,” and use 
it in that Goop sense which its etymology fully justifies, 
and which is in complete harmony with the teachings 
both of the Old and New Testaments, Eugenics means 
literally “well born,” or a good use of the divinely ap- 
pointed way of bringing children into the world. 

The fundamental fallacy of the Mlodern Herodians, 
against whom the blood of unborn infants cries aloud 
to Heaven for vengeance, is that the restriction of child 
production to one, two, or three to a home will result 
i? healthier, brainier men and women, and reduce to a 
negligible quantity the imbecile and the weakling. 

Dr. Robert Hutchinson, a prominent English Physi- 
cian, in a lecture some time since before the British 
Vedical Association, stated “that most of the defec- 
tive mentality which he observed in children occurred 
among the first born of families, . . . and that the 
later born children were much more likely to be pos- 
sessed of vigorous intellects, . . . than the early born 
oy the same parents.” 

Nature, it would seem, improves by practice, much 
as men do. Dr. Walsh, at one time Dean of the School 
of Medicine at Fordham University, reminds us that 
“Benjamin Franklin was the fifteenth ‘child. Saint 
Catherine of Sienna, one of the greatest women of all 
time, was her mother’s twenty-fourth child, and that 
Si. Ignatius Loyola,’, who certainly was one of the 
greatest religious founders the Catholic Church has 
produced in nineteen centuries instead of being the 
first born son, was the seventh. 

A Special Blessing is pronounced in the Scriptures 
upon those who produce large families. As ARROWS 
IN THE HAND OF THE GIANT, so are the young chil- 
dren. Happy is the man that hath wis QUIVER FULL 
oF THEM.” So runs the 127th Psalm. In 128th Psalm 
the theme continues: “BLESSED IS EVERY ONE THAT 
FEARETH THE LorD; THAT WALKETH IN HIS WAYS. 
For THOU SHALT EAT THE LABOR OF THINE HANDS} 
HAPPY SHALT THOU BE, AND IT SHALL BE WELL WITH 
THEM. THY WIFE SHALL BE AS A FRUITFUL VINE; 
THY CHILDREN LIKE OLIVE BRANCHES ROUND ABOUT 
THY TABLE. BEHOLD, THUS SHALL THE MAN BE 
BLESSED THAT FEARETH THE Lorp,” 

Christian Eugenics, as we conceive it, is co-opera- 
tion with Almighty God in propagating the seed of the 
clect, who shall inherit everlastingly the Kingdom of 
Heaven. Some theologians tell us that the Elect of 
God are to occupy the seats which Lucifer and his 
rebel angels lost when they were cast from the 
Heavenly Battlements by St. Michael down to Hell. 
When all these seats are filled, the number of the elect 
will be made up, and Christ’s second coming to judge 
the quick and the dead will take place.

in which justice dwelleth.” (St. Peter). 

Priests and Religious by consecrating their virginity 
to God are endowed with extraordinary fecundity in 
multiplying the elect of God by the spiritual agencies 
of preaching, teaching and missionary labors. Ordinary 
lay folk best propagate the faith by obeying the com 
uiand given to Noah and his, sons after the flood:

Lying before me is a fine tribute to the late Mr. C. W. 
Rambusch, a distinguished Swedish convert to the 
Catholic Church in New York for a long time Secre- 
tary of the Catholic Converts’ League. The article, 
which was written by Monsignor J. F, Stillemans, ends 
with the last words of Mr. Rambusch to the Monsignor : 
“I die happy because all my family are good Christ- 
ians.”’ Truly a noble sentiment and such should be 
the pious aspiration of every Catholic parent. 

It is said of the Greek women of our day, that on

So writes Miss O’Connor, the talented editress of 
“The Father Mathew Man.’ The Editor of Tue 
Lamp, while disposed to give full weight to the ‘“Look- 
ing Backward” argument cannot be blind to a whole 
lot of evil by-products resulting from the operation of 
the Volstead Act, e. g. wholesale and retail bootlegging ;

PILGRIMAGES AND PROCESSIONS 


In a magnificent article which appeared in America 
on “Pilgrimages and Processions of Prayer in, Eng- 
land,” Mr Atteridge, after describing the beginnings 
of this work by Fr. Philip Fletcher and Mr. Lister 
Drummond in September, 1892 at Tower Hill, goes 
on to say: “Few at first in number, the processions 
have become more and more numerous in succeeding 
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years. Now there are so many that through all the 
summer months, in the various parishes of London 
and its suburbs, there are Processions, now here, now 
there, every Sunday and often two or three on the same 
day. They have become more elaborate in their organ- 
ization and instead of the few hundreds of the first 
procession, there are now often thousands in line. Early 
in the movement Father Fletcher had a happy inspira- 
tion. At first, the line had been formed in a narrow 
column two deep. “The police gave us the street,” he 
said, “let us take the whole street.” So he introduced 
the “wide formation,” with a front that takes the whole 
width of the thoroughfare.” It is important to take 
note of this change. The narrow formation is that used 
by non-Catholics and is poor-looking, skimpy and with- 
out dignity. The wide formation is that cf Catholic 
countries; it is a flowing river compared with a trick- 
ling stream.—The Second Spring. 





EXHIBITS FROM 
INTO ROME 


EARTH’S END POURING 
FOR HOLY YEAR 


Heavy Cases CARRLED OVER MouNntTAINS; Two 
HunpreD Natives WorK FoR WEEKS IN AFRICA 





Extraordinary pains are being taken to secure ex- 
hibits from all quarters of the globe for the Missionary 
Exhibition in Rome during the Holy Year. 

Tha cases that have already arrived and been un- 
packed reveal an amazing collection of objects. There 
are hundreds of idols, Indian canoes, elephants’ tusks, 
huts and whole villages in miniature, amulets, shields 
and arms of every description, dozens of statues, 
clothing of the strangest fashions and materials, numer- 
ous stuffed animals, weird objects of piety, horns of 
many animals, queer household articles and furniture 
and minerals of all kinds. 

From the extreme north of Canada cases travelled 
for weeks down streams, were sledged round cataracts 
and over ice-covered rivers. 

In China cases waited forty days on the banks of the 
rivers for the floods to subside. Another forty days 
were required to bring them to the nearest ports. 

ArricAN Natives TREMENDOUS TASK 

A story of peculiar hardship comes from the Vicar- 
iate of Ruando, which includes some of the wildest 
districts in Central Africa. 

First the heavy boxes had to be carried overland to 
Lake Tanganyika. Between the mission and the lake 
there is a great mountain without roads. 

Twenty natives willingly undertook the task. For 
nearly three weeks they tried to get the exhibits through 
but then they had to send back for help. Seventy-five 
men were sent as a reinforcement by the Vicar Apos- 
tolic, but still there were not enough, and another call 
for help was made. 

This time the Vicar Apostolic sent a hundred men 
and wrote to the Exhibition Committee: “I do not 
know when these cases will arrive, or if they will ar- 
rive.” But they all have been received in Rome, and 
in good condition—The Universe (London)

Cardinal Orestes Giorgi died in Rome last month at his 
residence in the Palazzo Altemps.
